Chairman Clow called the meeting to order at 9:00 a.m.

Chairman Clow turned the gavel over to Vice Chairman Kerby for Administrative
Rules Review.

Rep. Galloway made a motion to approve the minutes of January 12, 2021.
Motion carried by voice vote.

Debbie Critchfield with the State Board of Education (SBOE) who presented an
overview of how the SBOE arrived at the currently active temporary rule created
in 2020. She suggested in person, hybrid and online had been evaluated but
ultimately the SBOE decided enroliment was the most effective manner with which
to calculate funding. Chairman Clow inquired as to whether the SBOE would be
submitting any new pending rules or if the SBOE would expect the legislature to
make changes, to which Ms. Critchfield replied there are no new pending rules.
Ms. Critchfield answered Committee questions about similarities and differences
between the temporary and pending Administrative Rules.

Tracie Bent with the SBOE answered Committee questions regarding how school
report attendance, how student dual enroliment is calculated, and how much time
is required for a student to be considered enrolled. Ms. Bent discussed an edit to
the GED section of the Pending Administrative Rules.

Tracie Bent discussed the chapter removal from the Administrative Rules.

Vice Chairman Kerby turned the gavel back to Chairman Clow.
